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AFL Scores on 
New Orleans 
Waterfront 


The international longshoremen's 
association, an A. F. of L. affiliate, 
made a virtual clean sweep of a 
collective bargaining agency elec- 
at New Orleans, La. 

Tabulation of ballots cast by 
nearly 3,000 longshoremen showed | 
the ILA had 2,075, the international 
longshoremen’s and  warehouse- 
men’s union of the CIO had 633 
and the stevedores and longshore- 
men’s benevolent society, an open 
shop organization, 50. Twenty-two | 
ballots were spoiled and six were 
for none of the unions. 


The longshoremen voted by com- 


panies and gave the ILWU only | 
two of the 20 concerns involved. 
The federation also won votes of 


the banana carriers, clerks and 
checkers. Banana carriers gave the | 
ILA, 540 votes, the CIO union 231 
and four votes were spoiled or for

A. F. of L. Unit Hit 
By Labor Board Rule 


The national labor relations 
board refused to grant two peti 
tions of the American Federation 
of Labor that its Federal Labor 


Union, No. 20728 be certified as ex- 


clusive representative of the em 
ployes of the Admair Rubber com- 
pany and the Ideal Novelty and 
Toy Company, Inc., two New York 


city firms manufacturing dolls and 
doll parts. 

Arrogating to itself the author- 
ity to determine what form of cov. 


lective bargaining shall prevail in | 
the doll and toy industry, the 
board ruled that “segregating the 
employes of the two companies 
into separate bargaining units,” as 
requested by the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, would be detri- 


mental to the particular scheme of 


collective bargaining which the 
board has adopted and seeks to 
impose by its own fiat. 

The board ruled that the em-| 


ployes of the Admair Rubber com- | 


pany and the Ideal Toy and Nov- 
elty company, claimed by the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor and its 
affiliate, Federal Labor Union, No. 
20728 to be appropriate units for 
collective bargaining under the na- 
tiona labor relations act, “are not 
appropriate” bargaining units. 


NEW UNION FORMED 
AT RULO, NEBRASKA 


William Pittam, business repre- 
sentative of Building and Common 
Laborers’ Local 579, announced re- 
cently that a new local has been 
formed at Rulo, Neb. He was in 
Rulo to assist the new organiza- 
tion in getting started, and will go 
back there again later to install 
their charter.

NLRB CALLS ANOTHER 
ELECTION ON THE 
GREYHOUND LINES 


On November 1, the national la- 
bor relations board ordered an 
election on the property of the Pa- 
cific Greyhound lines. The election 
in the first instance is between the 
amalgamated association of street 
electric railways and motor coach 
employes of the brotherhood of 
railway trainmen. In the other 
election it is between the amalga- 
mated and no union at all 
those voting will be employes in 
the baggage, and clerical depart- 


| ments. 


This is the second election with- 
in the year. Last February the 
board ordered an election between 
the amalgamated and the brother- 
hood of locomotive firemen. The

33 Cents Minimum Pay 
Set for Tag Industry 


Order Issued by Secretary of 
Labor Perkins Covers 
Over 2,000 Workers 


Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins, acting in conformity with the 
provisions of the Walsh-Healey 
public contracts act, fixed a nrini- 
mum wage of 33 cents an hour or 
$13.20 per week of 40 hours, ar- 
rived at either upon a time or 
piece work basis, for employes of 
the tag industry employed by con- 
tractors furnishing suppiies to the 
United States government. 

For the purpose of the decision 
the tag industry is defined “as that 
industry which is engaged pviroar- 
ily in the manufacture of shipping 
and system tags, merchandise and 
marking tags, and pin tay,s.’ 

The minimum wage order was 
based on an inquiry made by the 
public contracts board which found 
that the so-called tag industry 
agreement, arranged by the tag in- 
stitute, covered 95 per cent of the 
industry by volume. This agree- 
ment was reported as providing a 
minimum wage of 33 cents an hour, 
with the result that minimum 
wages are practically uniform 
throughout the industry.

tries engaged in interstate com- 
merce, and makes it unlawful for 
employers to impose wage rates 
below the minimum or hours above 
the maximum. 

The act prescribes that all em- 
ployes within its scope shall be 
paid not less than 25 cents an hour 
from October 24, 1938, through Oc- 
tober 23, 1939, and not less than 30 
cents an hour from October 24, 
1939, through October 23, 1945, 
after which date, a minimum wage 
of 40 cents an hour will apply na- 
tionally unless in the meantime an 
order has been entered by the ad- 
ministrator of the act for a spe- 
cific industry or classification pre- 
scribing a different rate, which 
cannot be less than 25 cents an 
hour during the first year of the 
operation of the act nor less than 
380 cents an hour thereafter. 

With regard to the work week 
the act fixes a maximum of 44 
hours for the first year, 42 for the 
second year, and 40 thereafter. 
Overtime is permitted, but for any

Employers Throughout 
World Continue to Bar 
Millions from Employment 


The continued inexpressible suf- 
fering which employers in practi- 
cally every industrial nation of the 
world impose on millions of toilers 
and their families by refusing to 
employ able bodied working men 
and women is poignantly revealed 
in the world unemployment statis- 
ties for the third quarter of 1938, 
just compiled by the international 
labor office, which show that in 11 
out of 23 countries unemployment 
has increased as compared with 
the corresponding quarter of last 
year. 

The countries, and the an.ount of 
increase in each, are: United 
States, 3,561,753; Canada, 23,338; 
Belgium, 29,038; Chile, 1,813; Den- 
mark, 10,175; France, 31,810; Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, 451,- 
242; Hungary, 1,539; Ireland, 4,882; 
Norway, 674; and Switzerland, 459. 

Compared, however, with the 
previous quarter of 1938, the sta- 
tistics show an increase in only 5 
of the 23 countries. The countries, 


and the amount of increase in 
each, are: United States, 215,132; 
Canada, 8,565; Australia, 3,360; 


Chile, 942; and Norway, 3,167.

Crippled Workers Held 
Exempt From Wages Act 


After a conference with tobacco 
handlers from Richmond, Va., and 
Greenville, N. C., Elmer Andrews, 
administrator of the fair labor 
standards act, reached a tentative 
agreement for exemption of physi- 
cally handicapped stemmers from 
that measure, 

The tobacco dealers, packers and 
redriers said that 15,000 stemmers 
in Virginia, North Carolina and 
Kentucky had been thrown out of 
work because of the 25 cents per 
hour minimum wage prescribed in 
the act. 

The stemmers. receive’ eight 
cents a pound for stems removed 
from the tobacco leaves. The 
handlers said employers’ threw 
many of the stemmers out of em- 
ployment because they were so 
slow they could not stem enough 
to earn the minimum wage at the 
eight cents per pound rate, which 
they claimed was as high a rate as 
the industry could afford to pay.
